How to Eat Wisely. 



As a universal rule in health, and 
with very rare exceptions in disease, 
(hat is host to he eaten Which the ap- 
petite Braves or the taste relishes. 
Persons rarely err, in the qualify of 
food eaten; nature's instincts are the 
wisest regulators in this rospoet. The 
unices of mischief from eating 
are three — quantity, frequency, ra- 
pidity and from these come the horri- 
hle. dyspepsias which make human life 
a burden, a torture, a living death. 
\\\ eating fast, the stomach, like a 
bottle being tilled through a funnel, 
is full and overflowing before we know 
if. Hut the most, important reason is, 
i he food Is swallowed before time has 

heen allowed to divide if in puflicienl- 
ly small pieces with t he teeth ; for, 
like ice in a titnililcr of water, the 
smaller the hits are, the sooner they 
are dissolved. It has heen seen with 
the naked e\e that if solid food is CUl 
up in pieces small as half a pea, it 
i almost as soon, without being 

chewed at till, as if it, had hootl Well 

masticated. The best plan, therefore, 

is for all parsons to thus oemminute 

their food ; for even if it is well chew- 
ed, the comminution is no injury, 
while it is of very great importance in 
d hurry, forgetfulnessj or bad 
teeth. 

Cheerful conversation prevents ra- 
pid eating. It requires about live 
hours for a common meal to dissolve 
and pass OUt of the stomach, during 
which time this organ i.s incessantly 
at work, when it must, have repose, as 
any other muscle or set of muscles, 

after mob a Length of effort Hence. 

persons should not eat within less than 
a five-hours' interval. The heart it- 
Self is at teat more than one third of 
its time. The brain perishes without 
repose. Never force food on the 
stomach. All are fired when night 
comes. Bvery muscle of tic body is 
weary and looks to the bed ; but just 
M we lie down lo vest every other 
pari, of the body, if we, by it heavy 
meal, give the stomach live hours' 
work, which in its weak quires 

a much longer time to perform than at 
an earlier hour of the ,Ja v. il is like 
imposing upon a servant a full day's 
work. Hence I he unwisdom ol 
heartily late in the day or evening, 
and no wonder it bits cost many a man 
Ins life. 

Always breakfast before Work or 
exercise N o laborers nor act ive per- 
sons should eat an atom later than 
sundown, and then it' should not be 
over half the mid-dav meal. Persons 
of sedentary habits, or who are at till 
ouW lake absolutely nothing 
for supper beyond a single piece of 
cold, stale bread ami butter, or a ship 
biscuit, with a single cup of warm 
drink. Such a supper will always 
give belter sleep and prepare for' a 
heartier breakfast, with the advan- 
tage of having the exercise of the 
whole da] to grind up and extract ils 

nutriment. Never eat without an in 
el i nation. — llalVx Journal of Health.

Hut his days were brief "as a tale 
that is told." he died in the flush of 
manhood at the age ol thirty-three 
years. Mrs. Hello McKim F.ngelhardt, 
whose death is yet fresh in our 
momory, was highly accomplished, and 
graduated in the same institution with 
high honors, as did also Mrs. Vail. 
who survives her. 

Ii those acquainted with Mr. 
Mclxnn, any word offend to bis 
memory, and just to his noble life 
and character, will be road with grate 
ful interest It was the writer's 
privilege to ho personally acquainted

Established in his town, the public 
library. To him the Trinity Church 
owes much of its success, being, as be 
was, an aotive, influential, and large 
annual contributor. 

We shall long hold sacred the 
memory of the deceased, and present 
his life and character as a model lor 
all young men to imitaie. A loving 
husband, an affectionate father, a true 
friend, has passed away, and the ban 
net of the cross lies draped in grief.

1 am from Georgia, which state 1 
loft. and came to Florida. I 
bought, my land in N e. Orange 

Co., Kla., IS miles south of Orlando, 
unity seat of Orange County, 
about four years ago. Since that 
time, 1 find my land cultivated to be 
very fertile, and the price for land 
now advances trebly. I have often 
been offered as high as $600 to 11,000 
per acre, according to the quality of 
my land.

"deprived" oi China, which I do 
earnestly hope you will not let aside. 

A deaf or blind person excites sym- 
pathy in any part oT the world, but 
En many quarters, for the want, of 
knowledge, tho sympathy is merely 

the expression of feeling with no real 
benefit to the afflicted in the way of 
substantial aid to an improvement in 

life. Now it ift desirable that if a 
pattern could be set the Ghim 
modern Instruction lor the blind and 
deaf i hat it, should be done as early as 
possible, in order that they may learn 
how to care for their own suffering 
ones hereafter. They certainly are 
not, slow to appreciate anything of 
that kind, and it is likely that they 
would imitate such good works. 

Tho Blind have had a few huiuani 
tarinns to enlist, their sympathy in the 
cause of instructing them in the four 
cities of Peking in tho North, Hankou 

in the Central region, Shanghai on the 

Eastern border, and lion;; Kong on 
the West. The deaf have the dis 
advantage of not being readily noticed 

among the thousands and millions of 
people met on tbe streets and roads oi 

China, while the blind arc not only 

more numerous, but spend their time 

Upon the Streets BOiUg hern and there. 
Let no one be deceived, because of 
this natural slate of things, and be 

cause China takes no statistics of its 
afflicted olasses, in supposing that 
tbere is do special call for the relief 

of tbe deaf in that, land. 

You may be assured that I have 
not heard the bum " ya ha" (a dumb 

person) bandreds of times in all direc 

lions of my travels in China, without 
there being a class which it ropie 
sonts.
